Official Census Reyeals That Canade 
Has 728,244 Farmsteads 

There are 728,244 farms in Canada 
according to the official census taken 
in June, 1931, an increase of 17,154 or 
2.4 per cent. compared with 1921. 

A farm, for census purposes, in- 
cludes every tract of land of one acre 
or more which produces in a given 
year agricultural products to _ the 
value of $50 or over, or which is un- 
der crop of any kind or employed for 
pasturing. 

Of the total of 728,244 farms, 414,- 
044 are in the five Eastern provinces, 
namely, Prince Edward Island, Nova 


‘Scotia, New Brunswick, Quebec and 


Ontario, and 314,200 in the four 
Western Provinces,,. namely, Manitoba, 
Saskatchewan, Alberta and British 
Columbia. 

The. Province of Ontario has the 
the largest number of farms with 
191,617; Si ewan is second with 
136,571; and Quebec third with 136,-! 
061. Each of the Westsern provinces 


of farms in the ten years from 1921 
to 1931. The total increase for the 
four provincess was 36,770, while the 
total decrease for the five Eastern 
provinces was 19,416. Alberta shows

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Pullets are almost the only source 
of eggs during the fall and early win- 
ter months, Hens.are sure to moult 
at that time of the year, and they 
may take about three months to go 
through the ete moult, It is 
therefore important that farmers and 
commercial poultrymen should have 
their pullets hatched early enough to 
begin laying in time for the high 
prices which usually prevail in Nov- 
ember, December and January. Nggs 
laid in March and April do not br.ng 
very high prices, and a pullet that 
does not lay until after the first of 
the year may never justify her exist- 
ence, 

The best results can never be ob- 
tained if pullets are forced to lay 
before they are matured. Such birds 
are usually more susceptible to dis- 
ease and are more easily thown off 
their lay'ng than are birds which 
have reached a good size. A pullet 
cannot, even under summer condi- 
tions, lay on flesh, grow feathers, and 
produce eggs at the same time so it 
will be almost impossible to get eggs 
\in winter from the late hatched pul- 
| lets. A good early hatched pullet 
should be well matured at the time 
that heavy egg produuction is want- 
ed. 

Leghorn pullets and pullets of simi- 
|lar breeds hatched about the middle 
of April and properly handled will be 
just ready to start producing in Oc- 
tober. Heavier breeds such as Ply- 
mouth Rock, Rhode Island Reds and 
White Wyandottes will usually re- 
quire about an additional month for 
growth. 

At the Dominion Experimental Sta- 
tion, Lacombe, Alberta, a test has 
been conducted over a seven-year per- 
iod to determine the best date for in- 
cubation with regard to fertility and 
hatchability of eggs, and viability of 
chicks. White Wyandotte hatching 
eggs are set during March, April, 
May and June, and records kept of 
the results of fertility, hatchability 
and mortality of chicks to six weeks 
of age for each month. The hatch- 
ing results for May were slightly be- 
low the avreage of the other two 
months. The mortality in June 
hatched chicks was very high, partly 
for the reason that in very warm 
weather it-is impossible to properly 
regulate the brooder temperatures. 
June hatched chicks also lacked vi- 
tality and were unsatisfactory as lay- 
ers. March and April hatched pullets 
which started to lay from October 1 
to November 30 made on the average 
the best winter records, while from 
the standpoint of annual egg yield 
the advantage lies with those which 
started laying before November 15. 


Canada Does Huge 
», Rubber Export Trade 


Shipped Goods To Twenty-Eight 
Countries Last Year 


Since rubber is not a product of the 
Dominion and the geographies do not 
list it among the major exports ot 
Canada, probably very few citizens 
know something which does not és- 
cape the eagle eye of the United 
States Department of Commerce. in 
1931 Canada shipped to no less than 
28 countries about five million pairs 
of ruber and rubber soled boots and 
shoes. 

The department has just issued a 
circular showing that during 1931 
Canadian exports of rubber boots and 
shoes numbered 1,529,664 pairs, val- 
ued at $2,215,356 and canvas rubbed- 
soiled footwear was exported to the 
number of 3,391,664, valued at §2,- 
192,767. 


Arctic Navigator Dead 


Captain Falk Saved Lives Of Many 
In North 

Captain E. Falk, 47, recognized as 
one of the world’s foremost Arctic 
navigators, is dead from pernicious 
anaemia at St. John’s, Newfoundland. 
Since he went to Newfoundland in 
1901 as first officer on the schooner 
“Margaret Murray,” he had saved 
many lives. In the World War he 
made several trips into the war 
zone. While he was in command of 
the steamship “Lord Kirdersley” the 
ship was caught in the Arctic ice and 
carried north. He organized the 
crew into sled parties and after ten 
days of hardship they were rescued 
by the steamship ‘Boxer’ and taken 
|to Nome, Alaska.

Allowed To Use Name 

Roqguetort 

The cheese makers of Roquefort | 
(France) are proud of their cheese, 
and both the Ministry of Agriculture 
and the law courts have helped to 
protect them, against rivals. There | 
are ten Roqueforts’ in France, but the 
Roquefort where the cheeses are 
made is in south-central France in 
the Department of Aveyron. Cheese 
has been manufactured there from 
time immemorial. It is stored in the 
town’s cellars in order that it may be- 
come “good and savoury,” to use the 
expression emplayed by King Charles 
VII. ina charter granted in 1457. 
There are other towns near Roquefort 
which make cheese of curdled ewe's 
milk in’ the same way, and put in the 
same kind of cellaré, but a Court 
ruled in 1922 that their cheese could 
not be called Roquefort cheese.

Curious Old Sign 


Hangs On London Shop Where First 
Tea Was Sold In Eng.and 

Qutside a shop in Creechurch Lane, 
in the City of London, hangs a curi- 
ous old sign, “The Crown and Three 
Golden Sugar Loaves.” This sign 
marks the place of business of a firm 
wh.ch in 1773 sent 340 chests of tea 
in the ship “Dartmouth” to Boston, in 
British North America. Inside the 
building marked by ‘‘The Crown and 
Three Golden Sugar “Loaves” are still 
to be seen “ledgers going back a 
century and a half, written in the 
copper-plate writing of those days; 
there is, too, the old counter over 
which the first pound of tea was sold 
in England. Another of their inter- 
esting relics is a list of the slaves the 
firm owned on their Rose Hall Estate 
in Jamaica in 1789, with notes on 
their condition such as “rheumatic,” 
“useless,” and “bought very cheap,” 
etc.

}seribed the movement as_“ gnored” 
in this country, for though there has 
been a gradual growth in cow-testing, 
the proportion of animals involved is 
| still insignificant in comparison w.th 
the total. 

“It is somewhat significant,” says 
Dr. Ruddick, “that in New Zeaiand, 
Denmark and other countries where 
cow-testing has made most progress, 
the herd owners have taken the initi- 
ative and have borne most of the 
cost. In Canada, the movement is 
showing best results in Saskatchewan 
and British Columbia, where most of 
the cost is borne by the farmers 
themselves. This seems to suggest 
that when the people pay for a ser- 
vice they get more out of it. I some- 
times think that governments do too 
many things for the people in this 
country.” 

It is interesting, therefore, to find 
jin the report of the dairy commis- 
‘sioner for Alberta a statement that 
| “organized cow-testing work has been 
| carried on by the Dominion Depart- 
| ment for a number of years, but un- 
| til quite recently has not. received 
| the attention and support that it de- 
serves at the hands of our dairymen. 
Our neighboring provinces of British 
Columbia and Saskatchewan are de- 
veloping this sort of work along very 
substantial lines, and there is every 
reason to expect that the lower price 
level for dairy products will give a 
| strong impulse to the extengion of 
any line of work that will promote a 
lowering of the cost of milk produc- 
tion.”

The raising of horses has been a 
large source of revenue to the farm- 
ers of the Lacombe district. During 
the ‘last six years 1773 horses have 
been sold through the Lacombe Horse 
Sale for a total of $129,576.00 or ‘a 
yearly average of $21,596.00, and 
this does not include the many cars 
sold privately to dealers. Unless 
conditions change this source of in- 
come will soon cease. With average 
prices of $55.00 to $65.00 there is

IT CAN BE DONE 


The Hon. J. W. Jones, British Col- 
umbia’s Minister of Finance; has 
balance his budget, Budgeting to 
spend $24,688,671 during the next 
fiscal year, he has achieved an esti- 
mated surplus of $155,095.

African War. Mulloy, or to g've him 
his proper desighation, Lieut.-Col. 
Lornc W. Mulloy, lost his sight from 
a wound in battle while a member of 
the Strathcona Horse in the grim en- 
counter between Briton and Boer that 
began in 1899 and continued for al- 
most three years. 

Mr. Mulloy, who was a practicing 
barrister when death took hirh sud- 
denly, was a man of rare courage in 
peace as well as in war. He refused 
to regard his blindness as a serious 
handicap in life. “I am not blind; 
I will live the life of a man with 
eyes,” he declared when the bandages 
were being removed in a London hos- 
pital, and he kept his promise. By 
lecturing, he earned enough to grad- 
uate at Queen’s University. There 
followed a post-graduate course at 
Oxford and a law course at Osgoode 
Hall. For the past eight years he 
had practiced law at Iroquois. During 
the Great War he was an earnest and 
successful speaker for recru'ts. 

‘It is not necessary the disabled 
soldier who is to be pitied,” said Col. 
Mulloy, in addressing a company of 
returned soldiers during the Great 
War. “Not the man who has lost an 
arm or a leg, or perhaps his sight. It 
is rather the man who comes back 
in sound health and strength, and in 
full possession of all his faculties, 
who has a piece of shrapnel lodged 
in his moral backbone. It is the lad 
who has the grit and gumption to 
stick to. it during the period of tran- 
sition who makes good. Remember, 
the three important things ‘are self- 
mastery, self-reliance and: purposeful 
self-direction.” 

“Trooper” Mulloy, in other words, 
was an inspiration in more ways than 
one. It is a challenging memory that 
he bequeathes.—Regina Leader-Post 
(Evening).

During the same period Germany 
advanced to the position of leading 
exporter in the world, with exports 
20 per cent. and imports 30 per cent. 
less than in 1930 and a favorable 
trade balance of $750,000,000. The 
United States and Great Britain come 
next in order; and closely together as 
regards export values. 

Economic writers in Europe are 
drawing attention to this emergence 
of Germany as leading exporter in 
relation to the publication, by the 
Russian Soviet Government of its 
program of industrial activity and 
construction for the fourth year of 
the first Five- Plan. According 
to this program, the scheme calls for 
the production during that year of 
nine million tons of p.g iron; eighty- 
two thousand tractors; ninety mil- 
lion tons of coal—nearly twice the re- 
corded figure for 1930; §700,000,000 
worth of machinery, and twenty-eight 
million tons of oil. 

While there is no assurance so far 
that these colossal figures will all be 
realized, the gigantic character of the 
budget cannot but impress all who 
are studying world trade, and the in- 
fluence of the Russian effort upon 
that trade may easily be far 
greater than has been anticipated 
hitherto—Montreal Star. .

These instru- 
ments will have a range of hundreds 
of miles and, not being under direc- 
tional control, may land with their 
five or ten tons of gas, explosives, or 
incendiary chemicals in the very heart 
of a city. Such “cargoes of hell” 
could be started off from a simple pit 
in the ground. The tube would be a 
light, simple affair, and not an enor- 
mous thing like a heavy gun. No one 
pretends the rocket will replace field 
guns for accurate firing. ‘The rocket ; 
has a new and different use. 


Mast Keep Island Motorless 


Or Bermuda Railway Will Not Be 
; __ Financial Success 

The Bermuda Railway has cost 
$4,000,000 to construct and is the 
world's most costly 20-mile line de- 
signed to serve a population of 30,- 
000 living on an island pf only 19 
square miles in area. Actual construc- 
tion cost exceeded the estimated cost 
by $2,500,000, mainly due to the high 
awards made by Bermudian juries to 
owners whose properties the railway 
passed through and damaged. 

The Bermuda Railway is financed 
with British capital and its hope of 
financial success hinges upon the 
Bermuda Government continuing to 
preserve the island’s present motor- 
less state, thus giving the railway 
company a virtual monopoly of mech- 
anical transport in the island.

Northern Air Route 


Canada To Be the Key Link In Route 
To Europe 

Canada is destined to serve as a 
key link in any northern air route to 
Europe, Richard F. Hoyt, director of 
the Trans-American Airways Corpor- 
ation declared in discussing the feasi- 
bility of such a project. 

“It is true we have spent consider- 
able money in financing preliminary 
surveys for a northern air route,” Mr, 
Hoyt said, “but our plans largely de- 
pend upon negotiations now pending 
with interests vitally concerned.”

‘(MAGIC MONEY”’ 


The political farmers at Ottawa ap- 
pear to be making fair progress | 
through the mazes of monctary re- 
form theeries. 

Anyway, William Irvine, at the 
end of a 40 minutes’ speech arrived 
at a point where he was discussing a 
ssheme that only lacked 88 years of 
being up-to-date, ‘because it was} 
tried out in 1844—and found wanting. 

The soothsayers said it was duc to 
lack of money, So Sir Robert Peel 
passed a bank act alhowing the Bank 
of England to issue notcs against sil- 
ver bullion, on condition that the re- 
serve of silver should wever exceed 
one-fourth of the reserve of gold, 
But the apparent lack of money mere- 
ly the refleetion of a twade stagna- 
tion Gue to maldistribution of in- 
comes, the legal creation of — silver 
money had no obvious efifect upon 
the depression, though it may have 
helped the Bank of England to tide 


over its difficulties. 

However, as Mr. Irvine had prev 
ious!y urged that Canada repuciate 
beth the historic money metals, it is 
possible that the world is no worse 
becauge the 40-minute rule prevented 


the development of his opinion as to 
the idea of the MacMillan Committee 
that an 86 year old panacea might be 
worth another trial.
